But as I'm looking to replenish my cap drawers, I keep 
wondering why not simply use good old ceramic disc 
capacitors for the vast majority of applications? After 
all, most of those leaky old paper jobs just do basic 
coupling and bypassing, and disc ceramics were the 
industry standard for years. They're cheap, small, 
available with BA-level voltage ratings, and seem to have 
a low failure rate.

Disc ceramics should be adaquate for most BA re-capping - 


> or am I overlooking something? 


Disc ceramic capacitors come in several "flavors". The 
NPO/COG varieties usually do a wonderful job in RF 

service. Having an approximately zero temperature 
coefficient, at least over a moderate range centered about 
room temperature, and with low internal inductance they are 
good in tuned circuits. Be careful when using the Z5U, 
Y5P, GP and other non-NPO capacitors in these applications. 


The higher values of ceramic capcitors are able to get lots 
of capacitance in a small volume by using ceramic materials 
with exceptionally high dielectric constants (Hi-K 
capacitors). These dielectrics are quite temperature 
sensitive. Their actual value depends somewhat on the 
applied electric field too. So these capacitors can be 
nonlinear leading to some interesting problems in 
distortion and in timing circuits. These same materials 
are also piezoelectric meaning they produce a voltage when 
their shape is changed and vice-versa. The result is that 
these capacitors can "Sing" in some applications. This can 
produce some mighty strange acoustic feedback. The 
nonlinear and piezoelectric effects sometimes show up in 
bypass applications occasionally, but they tend to be more 
severe when the capacitors are in the signal path. 


I think I would lay in a stock of metallized film 
capacitors for the higher values (above 0.01 uF), and disc 
capacitors for the low values (less than 1000 pF). In 
between these ranges, I would consider picking the right 
capacitor based on the frequency range and application 
noting that above 1000 pF, some film capacitors get show 
considerable internal inductance.

Hi Bob, Barry, gang; 


Bob's original posting did not show up in my mail box but I get the drift 
from Barry's posting. Just wanted to add some of my experience with 
ceramics. I became aware some time ago of the weirdness of ceramic 
capacitor dielectrics when experimenting with tuned circuits and later 
learned the reasons. In recent times, with a little reinforcement from my 
Sprague TO-4 Tel-Ohmike capacitor checker, I did some research on the 
usefulness of ceramic caps to replace papers. With the exception of the 
temperature compensating types, (NPO, COG, N750, N1500, etc.) all other 
types of dielectric exhibit voltage coefficient characteristics to a 
greater or lesser degree. This is easiest observed by the blurred magic 
eye opening of the tester when measuring capacitance (incidentally, some 
‘paper' types are blurry also). The blurring occurs as the bridge 
excitation voltage varies across the capacitor causing capacitance to 
change resulting in modulation of the null frequency. Hence, in circuits 
that are dependent on the capacitor to determine frequency response, such 
as in tone control circuits, amplitude distortion will result, the amount 
of distortion varying with frequency. In order for such ceramic capacitors 
to be used in signal handling circuits, their reactance must be low at the 
lowest frequency being passed. Coupling and bypass capacitors, if 
capacitance is chosen properly, work fine in audio amplifiers (assuming 


amplifier stability criteria have been met). For the usual requirements of 
communications equipment, ceramic capacitors can substitute paper types 
without noticeable problems. I use ceramic capacitors fairly liberally 
when restoring radios except in frequency response setting circuits, not 
because I have encountered problems when using ceramics, but because it 
suits my nature to be DC (dielectrically correct). Like Barry says, 
",..takes yer choice."

I have found that ceramics are usually good replacements in most 
applications such as screen bypasses, and even audio coupling caps. You need 
to be careful, as Arden said, in frequency determining circuits. One place 
where they may not be so useful is in high current applications, even if 
they look pretty solid. I recently tried replacing a 0.0027 1 KV mica cap 
that was the resonator in a Tektronix HV oscillator circuit with a 3 KV 
ceramic and found that it got pretty hot pretty quickly. Fortunately (!) the 
fault in the circuit was not due to the cap and I was able to put the mica 
back.

Looking at the Linear Technology LT1764 data sheet (which I was recently 
looking at for other reasons), there's no question that ceramic 
capacitors can spring a lot of suprises on you.

The X5R and Y5V dielectrics are particularly nasty. And they are used 
in disc capacitors at boatanchor voltage ratings. 


A 16V Y5V capacitor has a precipitous drop-off in capacitance with 
applied DC voltage. At 4V, it's at -40%, at 8V -70%, by 16V it's down 
to -85% (only 15% left). Capacitance drops quite fast with temperature 
as well. 


Use a Y5V capacitor in an audio-frequency DC blocking application, and 
you're not going to have any low-frequency response left. Use it as a 
screen bypass, and you won't get much bypass. 


I don't quite see why anyone would want a capacitor that isn't 
Capacitive when there is DC voltage across it, since blocking DC 
voltages is often such an important use of a capacitor.
